Oeller’s statement was perhaps 
the clearest, though unofficial, ex- 
pression to date of the “balanced 
line” ' which Chancellor Wily 
Brandt's left-liberal coalition in- 
tends to draw in its relations with 
Israelis and Arabs.

SCHEEL SAYS THE PAST

West Germany Foreign Min- 
ister Walter Scheel said last night 
that he attaches special signi- 
ficance to his visit to Israel in 
view of recent discussions be- 
recs Hie two countries, which 

6 thought were based on some 
molsunderstanding. 

Mr. Scheel, who arrived here 
yesterday afternoon for a four-day 
official visit, said that “clarifying 
talka between both Governments 
were important and in place.” 

Replying to a speech by Foreign 
Minister Albba Eban, who was Mr. 
Scheel's host at a dinner at the 
Knesset, the German Foreign Min- 
ister stressed that the question of 
Germen-Israe] relations, both in Is- 
rael and in Germany, cannot be free 
from the thoughts of the past. “No- 
body should be astonished that to- 
day, 80 years after the Hitler period, 
the horrible events of the past 
still have their impact on the rela- 
tlonship between our countries and 
our peoples. No German can forget 
the darkest page in German his- 
tory,” he stressed. 

Expressing satisfaction that he was 
the first German Forelgn ‘Minister 
to visit Israel, Mr. Scheel said that 
with the establishing of diplomatic 
relations in 1965 hoth Governments 
had decided to cooperate despite the 
past.

PREMIER, MINISTERS AT 
FUNERAL OF TABENKIN

EIN HAROD. — Yitzhak Tabenkin, 
the Ahdut Ha’avoda ideologist, was 
laid to rest in his kibbutz, Hin Ha- 
rod, yesterday afternoon. The funeral 
of the veteran labour leader — who 
died on Tuesday at the age of 84— 
was attended by Ministers Yigal 
Allon, Yisrael Galil, Moshe Dayan, 
Pinhas Sapir and Ze’ev Sharef, the 
Chief of Staff, O.C. Central Com- 
™Mmand, senior officers, Histadrut Sec- 
retary-General Yitzhak Ben-Aharon 
and his Deputy Y. Meshel, heads of 
the Lebour and Mapam Parties, 
Knesset Members, settlers from all 
over the country, youths and sol- 
diers. 


The coffin was laid in state at the 
Zisling Centre in the kibbutz, where 
mourners paid their last respects. 
Mr. Galil, in an eulogy, said that 
the “man who was always on fire, 
who {t seemed would never be 
burned, has burnt out. He played a 
decisive role in our lives, and en- 
riched and enlivened everyone around 
him and the whole nation.” 

He was one of the group of 
giants who accomplished the Heb- 
rew revolution and one of the 
architects of the Socialist-Zionist 


school. He was father of the school 
which gave birth to the independent 
Hebrew armed forces before the 
state was established. 

He was a fighter for the coopera- 
tive life of the kibbutzim and 
against the exclusiveness of private 
capital In the upbuilding of the 
country. ‘He often quarrelled, but 
his opinions were respected even by 
his rivals. He was not an easy man. 
because he was not easy on himself. 

“He loved the people and we loved 
him. May his heritage direct us in 
future,” Mr. Galili said. 

The grave was covered with dark 
basalt rocks by the kibbutz mem- 
bers, and over these dozens of 
wreaths were 

At the graveside a kibbutz mem- 
ber, Eliezer Levita, eulogized Taben- 
kin, and Tabenkin’s son, Moshe, read 
@n excerpt from his father’s book, 
“Lessons of the Six Day, War,” in 
which he expressed strong support 
for keeping the present borders. 

In Tel Aviv, Prime Minister Golda 
Meir ewogized Yitzhak Tabenkin at 
the porch of the Histadrut Execu- 
tive, where the body lay in state 
for 90 minutes yesterday morning. 


She was moved to tears. “The law 
of nature, I mow... But it is so 
gad.” Tabenkin, she said, belonged 
to the “era of giants” who laid the 
foundations of the labour move- 
ment.

WASHINGTON (AP). — U.S. Senate 
Majority Leader Mike Mansfield 
said yesterday the resistance capa- 
city of the U.S. Seventh Army in 
Europe has become questionable 
with its soldiers beset ‘by problems 
of “drugs, race and field comforts.” 

The Montana Democrat served 
notice he intends to Munch a new 
campaign this year for phased cut- 
backs that would reduce the 300,000- 
strong U.S. force in Europe to one 
division by about 1976. 

Mansfield acknowledged his pro- 
pogals would lower the threshold 
of nuclear war but he stresséd the 
deterrent meaning of the 7,000 tacti- 
eal ouclear weapons which US. 
forces have deployed through Europe. 

“The U.S. is shouldering 2 lop- 
sided burden it cannot afford,” he 
said in an interview. 

“The Europeans nevertheless 
should realize things cannot go on 
much longer like this,” he said. 
“For a start, the Germans should 
do more.” ᾿ 

Speaking of the state of the 
Seventh Army, Mansfleld complain- 
ed ἔπε force is over-officered with 
too many dependents — 225,000 of 
them around. He continued: “In 
the beginning, the Seventh Army 
was @ very good army; now it 4s 
not because of such factors as 
drugs, race problems, field com- 
forts and too many dependents.”

J NEW DELHI — The Indian Gov- 


erument told the U.S. yesterday that 
if it continues to supply arms to

Offcial Indian sources sald this 
was made clear to Dr, Henry Kissin- 
ger, special adviser to President 
Nixon, in talks he had here yester- 
dey with Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi and Foreign Minister Swaran 
Singh. 

The supply of arms, even if of 
non-lethal weapons as the US. 
claimed, pesed @ serious threat to 
the peace of the sub-continent be- 
cause they could not be separated 
from the $2,000m. worth of military 
assistance provided to Pakistan be- 
tween 1954 and 1065, the sources 
said. 

During a 45-minute meeting with 
Mrs. Gandhi, Dr. Kissinger deliver- 
ed a letter from President Nixon, 
but the contents were not disclosed. 

In Parliament the ‘Government 
gave an assurance thet India’s sec- 
urity forces would be able to deal 
with any armed infiltration from 


Pakistan into the Indian-controiléd 
portions of disputed Kashmir state.

“I foresee no drastic change in 
our situation during the months to 
come, and we shall remain under 
tical tension on the edge of re- 
newed fighting,” he told the opening 
session of the ninth conference of 
the israel Society for the Advance- 
ment of Science, held at the Tech- 
πίοι. 

He expected neither total war ΠΟΙ 
total peace. 

Mr. Peres said that in addition to 
the security “we shall algo 


” have to come to grips with a bundle 


of new, social problems for which 
there are no fast, or easy solutions. 
We have to prepare ourselves for © 
long-term struggle with these double 
challenges." 

At an impromptu press conference 
after his speech, Mr. Peres said in 
answer to your reporter’s question 


that there was no reason “to get press 


excited” about the forthcoming Sisco 
visit. He noted that the echoes of 
the recent Soviet-Egypt pact were 
reaching the free world after some 
delay. The free world would then 
“wake up and have second thorzhts 
on what has taken place in the 
Middle East. Europe is beginning to 
realize that Russia, by jumping 


into the Middle Hast, has endangered 
and activated Europe’s rear door, 
which may be more dangerous than 
the front door.” 

Asked about the situation on the 
West Bank, Mr. Peres said that the 
rift between the West Bank and 
Jordan was deepening. On the other 
hand the rift, between the West 
Bank and Israel was getting smelter. 
Life was being normalized and eco- 
nomic activities were flourishing. He 
hoped that the same situation would 
develop in the Gaza Strip. 

Turning to transport matters, the 
Minister said that the Ministry 
would decide this month on one of 
the 40 proposals made by foreign 
rail companies and research insti- 
tutes for a rapid transport system. 
This would be achieved through 
“Integrated” passenger trains, tra- 
velling both below and above 
ground, starting in the Dan area 
and by stages taking in Jerusalem 
and fnaly Haifa. 

As to the construction of the rail 
line passages in Haifa — which has 
been. suspended under Orthodox 
ure because it was carried out 
on Saturdays, when the railways 
do not run — Mr. Peres said he 
was considering the alternatives, 
such as night work, “because I have 
no intention of making the religious 
population angry.” He noted that 
under, the status quo agreement the 
work could be done on the Sabbath, 
as it was in the past.

A CALL FOR URGENT ISRAELI INITIATIVE 
TO BREAK THE DEADLOCK! 


A country-wide conference of the Movement for Peace and Security, 
with the participation of over“100 Members from all parts of Israel, 
was held {n the Ben Shemen Youth Vilage. The opening lecture 
was delivered by Prof. Yehoshua Arieli, and it dealt with the 
situation created by the deadlock in the Jarring peace talks and 
in the efforts to open the Suez Canal. Among the participants was 
Sgan-Aluf (Res.) ἘΠῚ Feingersh, who discussed the military impli- 
cations of the contest between the Big Powers in the area. After 
a lively debate, in which more than 20 persons took part, the 
conference was concluded with the following resolution: 

The present deadiock, which is partly due to Israel's refusal to 
agree to Dr. Jarring’s proposal about withdrawing to the inter- 
national border with Egypt, has brought the peace talks to a stop; 
it is Hable to make the Arab stands more intransigent, to cause 
the isolation of Israel on the international scene, and entails the 
danger of a renewal of war or the imposition of a settlement by 
the Big Powers. In view of the grave situation, therefore, the 


‘Movement for Peace and Security calla on the Government to take 


the following steps in order to break the deadlock and bring a 
resumption of the Jarring peace talks: 

(a} An explicit statement om the part of Tarael that the only 
condition for opening the Canal Is adequate guarantees that Egypt 
would not cross the Canal with massive military forces. 

(Ὁ) Agreement to the Jarring proposal, with Israel's declared 
readiness to negotiate a peace with Egypt on the basia of 
withdrawal to the international border, coupled with the demilitari- 
sation of Slnaj and the provision of concrete guarantees ensuring 
free sailing in Egypt and the Suez Canal 

The Movement considers that, while it is possible within the negotia- 
tions to press for concrete guarantees ensuring Israel's sovereignty 
and security, it is fit and proper that Israel should accept the 
Jarring plan as a reasonable and realistic basis for a peace 
agreement with Egypt. 

(6) The Movement calls on the Government to preserve Israel's 
independence and to oppose pressures tending to involve her in the 
giobal military contest of the Big Powera in the area.

CONSIDERABLE REDUCTION 
IN THE PRICES OF CHICKEN AND TURKEY 


The wholesale prices of chicken meat have been reduced this month by 40 agorot per 
kilogramme, and the wholesale prices of turkey meat have been reduced by 50 agorot 
per kilogramme, as compared with last month’s prices. ; 


This means in practice that the retail buyer should get a reduction of about 55 agorot

Hillel ‘raps attack on rabbi,

Plan to seek 
new extension 
for Chief Rabbis

Religious Affairs Minister Zerah 
Warhaftig plans to seek a 12-month 
extension of the terms of the two 
Chief Rabbis and the Chief Rab- 
binate Council. The current terms, 
which were extended for four months 
in a law rushed through the House 
before the Pessah recess, expire on 
July 3. 

Dr. Warhaftig revealed his plans 
to seek Cabinet approval of the 
second stop-gap extension in reply- 
ing to a question in his National 
Religious Party faction late on Mon- 
day night 

He explained that for the past 
few months the Cabinet had before 
it a Chief Rabbinate Elections draft 
law, which would enable elections 
for the Chief Rabbis and the Coun- 
cil on a regular basis. 

The Committee of Cabinet Min- 
Isters on Legislation is understood 
to have completed its deliberations 
on Dr. Warhaftig’s draft law. But 
final Cabinet approval was delayed 
by Defence Minister Moshe Dayan's 
last-minute proposal to have one 
Chief Rabbi, instead of two. Some 
N.RP. members have also accused 
Premier Golda Meir of delaying the 
approval still further. Her aim, they 
charge, is to put pressure on the 
N.RP. to make the Chief Rubbi- 
nate more “flexible” over the prob- 
lem of the two mamzerim, whose 
Cause was sponsored by Mr. Dayan. 

The rank-and-file Alignment mem- 
bers strongly resented the current 
four-months’ extension, legislated 
before Pessah, and threaten to 
launch a strong protest if the Align- 
ment leadership to another 
extension of the Chief Rabbis’ terms. 
The NRP. on the other hand, 
strongly resents being used as a

Scheel starts Israel 
visit at Yad Vashem

“My visit here differs from the 
routine of diplomatic cails gene- 
rally. I am the first German For- 
eign Minister aver ta come to Is- 
rael.

‘F.B.I. passport snatch’

The U.S. Embassy version of the 
cage of Miss Christina Cansini’s 
pagsport has deen given to the 
Israel Foreign Ministry, in an effort 
to correct what were described 88 
erroneous stories in the local press. 

The Ministry's spokesman said 
last night that a report on the 
Embassy’s explanations, made on 
to the Israel Embassy In Washing- 
ton. Copies have been circulated to 
the Ministers of Justice, Police and 
Interior, as well as to the Prime 
Minister. The spokesman denied that 
the Ministry had sought the Infor- 
mation from the Embassy. 

“According to the Embassy, the 20- 
year-old Miss Cansini arrived in Is- 
rael from the U.S. on someone else"s 
passport — not, as reported, on a 
forged passport. She was later visi- 
ted at her Haifa residence by a 
U.S, consular official who suggested 
that she trade her passport for a 
new and genuine one to be issued 
by the Embassy. Miss Cansini 
agreed, filled out the required forms, 
and freely surrendered her passport 
for a receipt . 


Accounts in the Israel press had 
charged foul play by the F.B.L in 
obtaining the passport from Miss 
Cansin!, a Christian sympathizer of 
the Jewish Defence League, who 
was apparently wanted in New York 
for annoying Soviet diplomats, 
(Legal attachés of the U.S. Embassy 
in Tel Aviv are understood to be 
FBI. agents.) Reports also said 
that the American official was aided 
by an Israel citizen, Mr. Gad Sas- 
sover, who is the son of Mr, Y. 
Sassover, a Haifa consular agent.

LL FIGHT FOR 


MY JEWISH RIGHT TO STAY HERE

Jerusalem Port Reporter 
Mr. Meyer Lansky, who is suing 
ἃ local newspaper for describing 
him as a leader of U.S. organized 
crime, declared yesterday that he 
intended applying for Israel clti- 
zenship. In a Radio Newsreel inter- 
view with Andrew Meisels, he said 
that he planned to become an Is- 
raeli citizen under the Law of Re- 
turn. 

“As a-Jew I have the right to 
be here,” he said. Asked what he 
would do should his application be 
rejected by the Gavernment, he said 
he would definitely fight for his 
right to remain here. 

Mr. has been in Israel 
as ἃ. tourist for almost a year. His 
tourist visa ‘expires on July 27, and 
it will be up to the Minister of 
Interior to rule whether to grant 
an extension — or, alternatively, to 
grant citizenship should this be 
sought. : 

Interior Ministry sources ques- 
toned on Mr. Lansky's radlo state- 
ment, referred to the legal issues 
inyoived. The Law of Return grants 
automatic οἱ to any Jew 
wishing to immigrate to Israei, with 
the exception of criminals, persons 
with mental iliness, or those con- 
sidered security risks. 

In a Supreme Court case in 1962, 
8. majority bench decision ruled 
that the reference to “a person 
with a criminal past who is Mable 
to endanger public peace” in- 
Law of Return, meant a person 
who has been convicted — and 
not just charged. 

Thus, taken purely on its legal 
merits, it was anticipated that Mr. 
Lansky could appeal to the Supreme 
Court in the event of a rejection. 
The sources noted that Mr. Lansky 
had been convicted of an income tax 
charge some 30 years ago, but that: 
this was immaterial owing to the 
Statute of Limitations. 

Again, on ἃ purely legal basis, 
Mr, Lansky could also seek a Court 
injunction were he refused a tourist 
visa extension, it was said. Such 
extensions can be granted for a per- 
jod of three months, up to a total of 
two years. 

Mr. Lansky said in the interview 
that, if he had to, he would go to 
the courts to fight the U.S, State 
Department's action in revoking his 
paasport. (Without a valid passport,
